A 10 per cent increase in 
Marin public school enrollment 
was estimated today by County 
Supt. Wallace W. Hall as young­ 
sters returned to classrooms in 
29 districts after a two-month 
summer holiday. 
Dr. Hall said enrollment in 
the county is about 25,000 at 
the start of the 19 57-58 school 
year. 
As of March 31, when the 
last school census was taken, 
Marin County had 23,320 stu­ 
dents enrolled in elementary 
and high schools and College 
of Marin.

every turn. 


HUDDLE AT PRISON 
But yesterday Davis and his 
former client huddled for two 
hours at the prison. The San 
Francisco l a w y e r delivered 
Chessman a two-foot stack of 
legal documents. 


Ironically, permission to visit 
Chessman had been granted 
Davis by the late Warden Har­ 
ley O. Teets, chief target of the 
convict’s “ harrassment” blast. 
It was one of Teets’ last official 
acts before his death. 
When he emerged from the 
prison, Davis said the attitude 
of the administration 
under 
Dickson was “ more like what 
you 
would 
expect.” 
Under 
Teets, he declared, it was “ a 
shade above the subversive.” 


NO OBJECTION 
Davis revealed that Chess­ 
man had asked him to become 
his attorney pending a re-hear- 
ing in Los Angeles Superior 
Court on the disputed tran­ 
script 
of the 
convict’s trial. 
Davis said he has no objection, 
providing 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
court assures him he will not 
be frustrated “ in every attempt 
to give effective representa­ 
tion.” 
The attorney, also asked for 
assurance that his talks with 
Chessman will not be “ bug­ 
ged.” 
He said other convicts 
have told him this has occur­ 
red in the past. The “ bugging” 
charge was promptly denied by 
J. D. Fitzgerald, acting duty of­ 
ficer at San Quentin.

McCo l l i s t e r , who comes 
from one of the largest p ou l­ 
try and egg p rodu cing centers 
in the state (the area su r­ 
rou nding Petalu ma), say s he 
has been adv ised p ou ltrv men 
wou ld be aided materially by 
the creation of su ch a com­ 
mittee. This wou ld be along 
the same lines as committees 
for other California p rodu cts, 
su ch as beef, milk, and sev ­ 
eral other p rodu cts from or­ 
chards. 
Primary comp laint of the 
p ou ltry men, say s McCollister, 
is the comp etition from some 
eastern 
states, 
which 
ship

du ction is ov er the needs of 
eastern commu nities.

WASHINGTON (IP) — An 
insider's v iew of the Wiscon­ 
sin senatorial election is that 
the Rep u blican Party is u tter­ 
ly disorganized from the top 
down. 
Not merely disorganized in 
Wisconsin! Bu t, disorganized 
in all directions from the 
White Hou se to the most re­ 
mote election p recincts. 
Political ev ents are likely 
to flow from that ju dgment. 
It is an op inion widely held 
among congressional Rep u b­ 
licans who were p arty fig­ 
u res before President Eisen­ 
hower entered p olitics. 


EVENT NO. 1 is likely to be 
a mov e by congressional Re­ 
p u blicans—the regu lars— to 
take ov er condu ct of nex t 
y ear’s congressional election 
camp aign, inclu ding finances. 
That is in the works althou gh 
the final decision to go it 
alone has not been made. It 
is not the kind of p olitical 
maneu v er which wou ld be bal- 
ly hooed to the p u blic by for­ 
mal and sp ecific annou nce­ 
ment. 
More 
likely , 
the w o r d 
wou ld be p assed throu gh p o­ 
litical channels to the grass 
roots, esp ecially to the Re­ 
p u blicans who might be ex ­ 
p ected to shower down with 
camp aign contribu tions. 


THE WORD WOULD be: 
that the two legislativ e cam­ 
p aign committees—senatorial 
and congressional—wou ld u n­ 
dertake to master-mind the 
19 58 congressional camp aign, 
collect and distribu te p arty 
fu nds and shap e p arty p oli­ 
cies, by -p assing as far as p os­ 
sible both the White Hou se 
and the Rep u blican national 
committee. 
This strategy began to take 
form as the bad news finally 
was toted u p on the day after 
Wisconsin’s senatorial p olling. 
It 
rep resents 
the 
p olitical 
thinking of some Rep u blican 
congressional 
v eterans who 
are conv inced that there is 
not now a u sefu l coat tail in a 
carload of Eisenhower admin­ 
istration p olicies. 
POLITICS IS A comp lex , 
d« mwiding pro fessio n to be 


mastered, if at all, by hard 
work and ex p erience from 
the p recincts u p. The old Re­ 
p u blican p ros arou nd town 
with master’s degrees accu se 
the White Hou se of resp onsi­ 
bility for what they regard as 
the u tter disorganization of 
the Rep u blican Party . 
Su ch sentiment was dev el­ 
op ing ev en before the defeat 
o f 
Wisconsin’s 
Rep u blican 
senatorial nominee by a Dem­ 
ocrat who consistently had 
ben a p olitical loser in that 
state. 


Some congressional Rep u b­ 
lican regu lars had been mu t­ 
tering among themselv es that 
they wou ld be hap p y to es­ 
cap e an Eisenhower endorse­ 
ment in their nex t camp aign. 
Others gru mbled that an op ­ 
p osition blast from the Presi­ 
dent su rely wrou ld w-aft them 
to v ictory in the nex t election.

Rep. Hubert R. Scudder was

after nine months in Washing­ 
ton with harsh words for South­ 
ern 
legislators who blocked 
legislation “ to slow down the 
flood tide of plywood, fish pro­ 
ducts, wine and other foreign 
imports” which affect the First 
District. 
The 
Republican 
legislator 
had proposed an amendment 
to the Anti-Dumping Act of 
1921 that would require the 
Treasury Dept, to not only file 
a report on dumping, as at 
present, but also to give rea­ 
sons for its finding. 
Recently 
the Treasury reported that “ no 
dumping” of Japanese albacore 
tuna was going on. Said Scud­ 
der. “The trend of our own 
tuna industry has been down­ 
ward as the imports from Ja ­ 
pan hav>e virtually doubled.” 
“ Let us look at. the hardwood 
plywood industry—another in­ 
dustry vital to the First Dis­ 
trict,” continued Scudder. The 
industry appealed to the Treas­ 
ury which failed to find any 
dumping taking place. 
Scud­ 
der said he had introduced a 
bill imposing an import quota 
on hardwood plywood. 
Jap­ 
anese wages of 10 to 12 cents 
an hour, said Scudder, make it 
impossible for domestic ply­ 
wood 
producers to compete 
with Japanese imports. 
Scudder blamed the failure 
of his measures on Southern 
Democrats 
who 
traditionally 
oppos^ tariff or quota limits 
because the great market for 
its 
cotton 
and 
tobacco 
is 
abroad.

Democrats, 
the 
House 
wavs and 
means committee, 
said Scudder, “ absolutely re­ 
fused to consider any major 
legislation to slow down im­ 
ports of anything except some 
wrapping twine.”
